Chairman Devoy has secured permanent 
headquarters at a reasonable rent on the 
second flocr of the Masonic Temple bu.ld- 
ing, Seventh and Market streets, entrance 
on Seventh street, and the meeting wili be 
held there to-night. Ex-Gov. Campbell, 
Chairman of the Hall Committee, had se- 
lected a room on the ground floor of the 
Southern Hotel, but later cheaper accommo- 
dations were found in, the Masonic Temple, 
and it is believed the committee will vote 
to-night to make the last mentioned loca- 
tion the permanent headquarters. 

-'"The organization of the precinct com- 
mitteemen recently elected has been pro- 
gressing rapidiy,”” said Chairman Devoy, 
Monday, ‘“‘and I have the most flattering re- 
ports of harmony and party enthusiasm. 
The rank and file are deeply interested, and 


are on the lookout to see if these prec.nct 


committeemen are doing their duty. 

“Ts jllustrate the interest taken in this 
precinct organization I can cite one instance 
where several loyal Democrats sent in @ 
complaint to me the other day, saying that 
the precinct committeeman in their pre- 
cinet was not attending to his duties, and 
asking me if they could not elect some other 
man to take his place. That shows wide- 
awake enthusiasm. Of course, I shall notify 
that committeeman of the complaint and 
warn him that if he does not hustle he will 
have to atep down and out. We want only 
active workers. The drones must be weed- 
ed out of the committee.” 

Reports of the precinct organizations in 
various wards of the cHy will be sub- 
mitted to -the Executive Committee to- 
night. A list of Chairmen and Secretaries 
of these organizations will be reported to- 
night. 

Faperiant matters in regard to campaign 
funds will be discussed ‘in executive ses- 
sion. Charles D. McClure, Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, called a meet- 
ing of that body in his office Monday after- 
noon. Besides Mr. McClure, John A. Lee, 
Michael] Cullinane, John L. Duffy, Waiter 
Versen and Chairman Devoy were present. 
Only a few preliminaries in regard to cam- 
paign funds were discussed, and a report 
will be submitted to the Executive Com- 
mittee to-night. 

A resolution will be presented at the 
meeting of the Democratic City Executive 
Committee to-night asking that the call 
for a city nominating convention be re- 
voked, and candidates for city offices be 
voted for by the people direct at the pri- 
maries. No convention would then be nec- 
essary. 

The plan is to place the names of candi- 
dates for one office in a group, for example, 
Harr.son, Noonan, Brown and Meriwether 
together under the heading ‘“‘Mayor,”’ and 
go on with candidates for dther offices on the 
one ballot. Then the voter at the primaries 
ean scratch all names but the one he votes 
for. The returns from the precincts would 
be taken to the Election Commissioners’ 
office for counting, and the candidate receiv- 
ing the plurality declared the nominee. 

tt is argued that this method wou'd save 
the expense of putting up $60 for filing a 
delegation.

HALF-MILE LIMIT. 


Final Compromise on the &t. Louis 
Third Bridge.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 23.—Congress- 
‘men Murphy and Stewart of the House Con- 
ference Committee on third bridge bill, met 
with Senators Vest and Cullom this after- 
noon. They discussed the report proposed 
to be made cd the Conference Committee, 
and practically agreed on the terms. It 
is almost certain now that the Committee 
of Conference will agree and the bill for the 
third bridge will become a law before 
March 4. The House conferees, who’ have 
held out for a three-quarter mile clause, will 
accept the half-mile provision as a final 
compromise. 


ON THE WAR PATH. 


Active Preparations in Nevada to Meet 
the Expected Attack From 
the Redskins. 


*- 

VIRGINIA, Nev., Feb. 23.—Col. Lord re- 
ceived a dispatch from Adjutant Galusha, 
dated Yerington, last night, stating that all 
was quiet there. Another message from Gov, 
Sadler was of the same tenor. The militia 
men were ordered to be in readiness to as- 
semble at the armories when summoned. A 
Special train, with the locomotive fired up, 
was kept in waiting at the depot here all 
night. The Adjutant General will go to the 
front, fourteen miles beyond Yerington, to- 
day. Snow in the valley is two feet deep 
and the temperature is down to 14 degs. 
above zero. 

It is said that the Indian polite at the 
reservation proved impotent to restrain 
their dusky brethren from going on the war 
path. Should the situation be found serious 
by Adjutant Galusha, the families of set- 
tlers in the valley will be sent to the towns 
of Yerington and Wabuska for protection. 

There is no wire between Yerington and 
Wabuska, which is thirteen miles from the 
latter point, and it is fourteen miles from 


there to the Indian camp in the mountains 
bordering Mason Valley, making a round 
trip of fifty-four miles to be covered on 
horseback by Adjt. Galusha, as a heavy 
snow in the valley renders rapid transit by 
any other conveyance impracticable. Until 
his return to Wabuska from the hostile 
camp no reliable news will be obtainable. 

The number of Indians in the State is esti- 
mated at between 5,000 and 6,000—4,000 Piutes 
and 1,000 or more Washoe§8., .

received stated their lives-and property are 
in jeopagdy.

When he left home in the morning, he men- 
tioned the anniversary to his wife and play- 
fully told her to be good during the day. 

She appeared to be cheerful and set about 
preparing an extra dinner in honor of the 
event 

A little before noon her 12-year-old son 
Otto, who had been playing in the yard, 
went into the house to get fhe keys to the 
hen house. Pastries were cooking on the 
kitchen stove, but his mother was not there, 
He looked into the dining-room and then 
tried the parlor door. It was locked. He 
went to the front and looked through the 
window. He saw his mother lying in a rock- 
ing chair, apparently dead. 

He called his aunt, Mrs. Charles Bux, 
and she broke open the door. The woman, 
who was still alive, was placed on a sofa 
and Dr Bechtold summoned, but she died 
an hour and a half later. 

On the floor back of the chair were found 
a tumbler and two bottles. One had con- 
tained chloroform, the other carbolic acid.

According to Jones’ story, he was walking 
south on Sixth street, enjoying the holiday 
ocasioned by George Waschington’s birth- 
day, and had not thought of robbers. He 
was hailed by the negress, who asked Jones 
for a quarter. He said he was about to pass 
on without heeding her request, when she 
lowered her request and said she would be 
thankful for a nickel. 

“It was so little,” Jones said, “that I 
concluded to give it to her. While I was 
reaching in my trousers pocket for the 
change she caught hold of my watch charm 
and remarked that it was open. I thought 
nothing of that and handing her the coin, 
walked on. I had $100 in bills in my vest 
pocket, and when I reached the L:ndell 
Hotel, less than half a block distant, I 
discovered that my money was ne.

Petersburg says: | 
ere Greece’s demonstrations are hot tak- 
en too seriously, but rather as though they 
were the escapades of a naughty boy who 
is playing truant and who.will-come home 
all right when he gets tired, It is estimated 
that if the Greeks choose they can put a 
few men ashore on out of the way spots in 
order to satisfy the palpitations of national 
enthusiasm. No particular harm has been 
done and Greece's ‘“Chativinism” will van- 
ish when she finds the powers, are unflinch- 
Only the “Novosti,”’ 
a representative of 


which is in no way 


Russian policy, is championing Greece. 


In spite of the entreaties made on behalf 
of King George, this country’s policy has 
not changed, and is’sSaid that jn case the 
instructions given to the AdmMirals at Crete 
prove insufficient to causé the withdrawal 
of the Greek troops from the island, the 
powers have been already sounded upon a 
yet stronger and a surer plan, and to this 
Russia, France, Austria and Germany have 
already agreed. Diplomatists and poli- 
ticlans here are perfectly agreed that thé 
action taken to bring about the withdrawal 
of the Greeks from Crete should be prompt 
and decisive. Any delay or sign of disac- 
cord means war. 

At the Ministry of Foreign Affairs here 
there is neither hesitation nor doubt, and 
Germany’s policy of rapid and decisive ac- 
tion is wafmly supported. The view of 
Emperor William that there can be no rela- 
tions with Greece until she withdraWs from 
Crete is shared here. 

The Glasnost is of the opinion that Eng- 
land is repeating her Jameson policy and 
secretly abetting the Greeks, and that we 
owe the peace of Europe to Emperor Will- 
iam. 

The action of the American Senators in 
passing at such a critical moment a resolu- 
tion of sympathy with Greece has been 
looked upen as very mischievous and un- 
It receives much severe criti- 
cism here.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—A cable dispateh to 
the Sun from London says:. The British 
public is becoming daily more {ncensed over 
the Eastern situation. The bombardment, 
led by British ships, has brought the popular 
temper almost to the boiling point. It will 
not require much more to cause such an 
outburst of public protest as will, tn effect, 
take the matter out of the hands of Lord 


Salisbury’s government. Already it is neces- 
sary to appeal, every day and hour, to 
the popular fear of a general war in order 
to prevent the force of publie opinion from 
breaking all the usual bounds.

SEVERAL DEATHS AND GREAT 
DAMAGE IN KENTUCKY.

THE RISE .OF THE OHIO. 


In Pennsylvania the Water May Go 
Higher Than at Any Time 
Since 1891. 


—_—- 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 23.—Streams tin 
Kentucky are clear out of their banks and 
doing great damage. Four men _ were 
drowned in Eastern Kentucky and one man 


in Butler County. Much stock has been 
swept away and fences and other property 
have been almost ruined. The streams all 
through the mountains are higher than for 
years. 

News comes from Pineville, Ky., that two 
white men, while crossing a raging stream, 
were drowned, and also a revenue officer 
who was in the mountains looking after 
moonshiners. The names are not given, It 
is feared that the loss of life and property 
will be large. Stack in many sections is 
drowned. 

In Perry, Knott, Letcher and Breathitt 
counties the flood is doing much damage. 
Jameson, the county seat of the latter 
county, ts partly under water. At Beatty- 
ville much valuable property has been swept 
away. Among the heaviest losers in the 
mountains are the lumber men, who have 
lost thousands of dollars’ worth of timber. 

At Middlesboro a cloudburst deluged the 
locality. James Charwell and childrén, while 
en route home from a neighbor's in a wagon, 
were caught in the cloudburst and all 
drowned. 

At ip egy =! near Dixville, the water 
ran over the bridge. M. B. Patterson and 
wife attempted to cross. Mrs. Patterson and 
the mule she was riding were carried away. 
The woman caught a tree half a mile down 
stream. Neighbors made a raft and reached 
them. The water washed Patterson off the 
raft. He was finally rescued in an uncon- 
scious condition and will die. 

In this city the Kentucky River is away 
out of its banks and is higher than it has 
been since the flood of 1893. The entire west 
of the city is inundated. 

All but two blocks of Pineville, Ky., is 
covered, while a number of little towns 
along the north fork of the Kentucky River 
are under water. The people have been 
forced to seek shelter on the mountains. 

Reports from Jackson and other places 
say there has been considerable loss of life 
and property. Mrs. Hutzell and little daugh- 
ter were drowned in their house, which 
was washed from the mountain side in 
Breathitt County. Two men whose names 
could not be learned were drowned in one ef 
the streams in Bell County. 

CINCINNATI, Ox, Feb. 23.—The rain has 
ceased and the temperature has fallen until 
light ice has formed. These conditions, if 
continued, will do:imuch towards lessening 
the height of the inevitable Ohio River flood. 
At 9 o’clock thfs morning the river had 
reached 51 feet 4 inches and was rising at the 
rate of 4 inches an hour. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 23.—The 
river here is 40 feet and rising, and all of 
the lower part of the city has been under 
water since 9 o’clock last night. Both the 
Kanawha and Elk Rivers are rising and 
there is now evidénce that great suffering 
among the lower classes will follow the re- 
ceding of the waters. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 8.—The continued 
rains along the Monongahela and Allegheny 
Valleys promise to cause a flood here greater 
than any since 1891. 

The low lands in this city, South Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny, are already under sey- 


eral feet of water, and the residents are 
moving to higher ground. All the nfills 
along the Monongahela. and Allegheny 


Rivers have been forced to close down, and 
the railroad tracks are submerged. 

At Morgantown, W. Va., the water is 29 
feet and rising two inches an hour. It is now 
within 13 inches of the flood of last July 
and 6 feet below the great flood of 1888. when 
the water was the highest ever known. 

Cheat River is raging. It rained all night, 
but is growing colder. At Brownsville, Pa.’ 
the gauge is 40 feet and rising 3 inches an 
hour. he damage already done in Pitts- 
burg and vicinity will reach many thou- 
sands of dollars.

BEARING ON FREE SILVER. 
Is It the Purpose of the Memphis 


Crowd to Down a Lead- 
ing Tenet? 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 2.—The Re- 
form Press editors in session here under a 
call of Secretary-Treasurer Rozelle were 
late in convening this morning.

The first question for consideration Was 
the Mickey motion, made last evening, to 
appoint a committee of five to treat with 
the Memphis meeting. and send them fra- 
terfial greetings. Mr. Mickey withdrew his 
motion, saying that events which had trans- 
pired since last evening made the appoint- 
ment of such a committee unwise. Then, 
after some discussion, &@ com fnittee of three, 
composed of Grand Master W orkman Sov- 
ereign of the Knights of Labor, Congress- 
man Jatnes Dunn of Idaho and National 
Secretary J. A. Edgerton, were appointec 
to draft a telegram of inquiry to be sent the 
Memphis convention. The committee retired 
and agreed upon the following message: 

“To Hon. Frank Burkitt, President National 

Reform Press Association, Memphis, Tenn.: 

“The Populistceditors assembled at Kansas 

City send a kindly greeting to thelr brethren 

at Memphis. We are not in favor.of creating a 

rival organization, but are anxious to promote 

and preserve peace and harmony in our ranks. 

We favor, a continuance of the pores uoder 

which our party has made such rapid strides. A 

change of tactics, such as has been outlined by 

some of our prominent members, would, in our 
judgment, be ruinous, and will force the organ- 
ization of a rival press association; breed dis- 
cord in our ranks and might possibly lead to the 
destruction of the People’s party. For the wel- 
fare of the causé we all have at heart, let us 
continue to pursde the programme laid down at 
St. Louls, until the same is changed by national

RUIZ’. ASSASSINATION. 


How He Was Put to Death by Inches 
by the Torture Known as 
Com ponte. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Havana, Cuba, via Key West, 
Fla., says: 

Consul-General Lee has resigned. His let- 
ter. tendering his resignation under certain 
conditions goes by the next mail. He de- 
termined some days ago to take such a step 
if he were not upheld in his efforts to pro- 
tect all American citizens in Cuba. The 
Consul-General asked the State Depart- 
ment that he be authorized to demand the 
release of citizens of the United States con- 
fined in Cuba prisons under the same illegal 
circumstances as was the ill-fated Ruiz. 
Such authorization has not been granted 


him. 

Spanish warships in Cuban waters have 
since yesterday been concentrating in the 
harbor of Havana. This is regarded here 
as very significant, in view of the important 
incidents of the last few days. 

Great pressure is being brought to bear 
here to make Consul General Lee deny the 
Herald’s Jacksonville dispatch to the effect 
that the diplomatic representative of the 
United States in Havana had asked the 
Government to send warships to Cuban 
waters. As a pretext for such denial ani 
as a basis upon which it can be founded. it 
is stated that according to the dispatch 
Consul General Lee had asked for a war- 
ship to take him to the United States. 

What the Consul Genera! did do, I can re- 
iterate on the highest authority, was to ask 
for warships to support him in his efforts to 
protect Americans in peril of their lives and 
American interests which were in jeopardy. 

The Herald’s Jacksonville dispatch, there- 
fore, was absolutely correct and upon in- 
disputable authority I can confirm it in everv 
detail. If necessary, further, I am confident 
that I can secure and send to the Herald 
the full official telegram in which Consul 
General] Lee asked for warships. 

Great anxiety is felt at the palace and in 
all official circles at the news from Cien- 
fuegos, which states that that city is the 
center of a serious mutiny of the Spanish 
troops. Large arrears of pay are due the 
army in Cuba and the discontent caused 
by this culminated in oven disobedience ‘n 
cae Mnanien ranks in the C!lenfuegos dis- 
rict. 

The insurgents in the eastern end of the 
island have captured Bayamo, an important 
town in Santiago. 

NEW YORK. Feb, 13.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Washington says: 

The resignation of Consul General Lee 
precipitates a dramatic climax to the Ad- 
m-nistration’s Cuban policy, which has 
“ones consternation among the officials 

ere. 

Whether for diplomatic reasons or be- 
cause of an idea entertained that Gen. Lee 
may be induced to reconsider his action, 
Administration officials still persist in deny- 
ing that he asked for war vessels to back 
up his demands in Cuba; that he has asked 
for instructions to demand the immediate 
release of American prisoners, and that he 
has resigned because of a refusal on the 
part of the Administration to grant his re- 
quests.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Details of the bru- 
tal assassination of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz in the 
jail at Guanabacoa, Cuba, have reached 
here. They tell a horrible story of sav- 
agery, almost beyond conception of civilized 
men. It is because the Administration is 
alleged not to have supported Consul Gen- 
eral Lee in the demands he has made to 
prevent such outrages on American citizens 
that Gen. Lee is reported to have condi- 
tionally resigned. The revelation has caused 
a tremendous sensation here. Not only Cu- 
bans, but the public generally is aroused. 

The torture known as componte in Cuba 
was the means by which Dr. Ricardo Ruiz 
was assassinated. It is the most barbarous 
of all the cruel punishments invented by 
the Spaniards. A prisoner is beaten, some- 
times with a cane and sometimes with a 
large cylindrical piece of iron, until he 
faints from pain or loss of blood. His 
wounds are then cared for, and when he is 
better the awful treatment is repeated. The 
design is to kill him by degrees, and when 
the climax of cruelty is reached, then a 
powerful and decisive blow on the head 
puts an end to the poor victim’s sufferings. 
After the present war began the Spanish 
soldiers in the country preferred to kill 
their prisoners immediately with the ma- 
chete. But the honor was reserved for 
Maj. Fondeviela to revive the awful prac- 

ce. 

Dr. Ruiz suffered the componte for four 
days. Fondeviela and the Marquis of Ahu- 
mada say that he committed suicide in a fit 
of madness. There is no doubt that he was 
out of his senses when killed. He was be- 
reft of reason by his knowledge of the ter- 
rible end which awaited him and of his per- 
fect helplessness. 

The terture began on Friday, Feb, 12. 
Ruiz was awaiting assistance from the 
American Consulate, it being then the ninth 
day of his arrest. The only persons who 
had entered his cell were the Auditor de 
Guerra and his notary. He declared before 
them that he was innocent of any connec- 
tion with the insurgents, denied all the 
charges against him, and, asserting his 
American citizenship, asked permission to 
communicate with Gen. Lee. 

He received no answer and was left alone 
Meanwhile his wife sent word to Lee. and 
later called at the Consulate. Lee notified 
the State Department and awnited instruc- 
tions, which did not come. Mrs. Ruiz re- 
peatediy, but in vain, tried to communicate 
with her husband. Major Fondevilea gave 
her a very rough recept.on. 

“Apply to the American Consul-General. 
madam,’’ said he, with the devilish. ironical 
smile which has made so many men 
tremble. 

On the night of the 12th inst. the doors 
of the cell in which Dr. Ruiz was confined 
were opened and the componte began. The 
details of the awful scene cannot be told, 
as no witness was there except Ruiz and 
his muréerers. What all the other prison- 
ers heard were the desperate cries of the 
victim, his entreaties for mercy and his 
despairing imprecations. At the door of 
the cell, while the componte was going on, 
stood Major Fondevilea, and several times 
he addressed the prisoner and the execu- 
tioners. 

On the 13th the scene was repeated. The 
unfortunate Ruiz appears to have made a 
desperate effort to overthrow his enemies 
and get to the door. The noise sounded as 
though he had made a leap and had at once 
received a terrible blow which felled him. 
and as he fell he uttered a loud cry. The 
door was immediately locked, and the as- 
sassins, passing through one of the narrow 
halls, expressed to each other the fear of 
having k.lled the man “against orders.”’ 

On the next day, Sunday, Ruiz was left 
alone in his ceil and the torture was not 
repeated. He passed the day crying, ‘‘Help! 
help!’’ until his strength was exhausted. Dur. 
ing the night, like a wild beast in its caga 
the doctor was heard scratching the walls 
and the door of his prison, 

The situation of his fellow-prisoners was 
also most distressing. Fear and the in- 
stinct’of self-preservation made them keep 
silent while Ruiz was appealing for help. 

On Monday night the murderers inflicted 
upon the doctor only one or two blows. 
The voice of the unfortunate man was not 
heard again that agony » He was thought 
to be dead by every one in the prison except 
the infamous agents of Fondevilea. On 
Tuesday night, the 16th, the struggles and 
cries were heard i and also the last 
Eentons blow which put an end to Ruiz's 

e. 

The above details are now known to all 
Cubans in Guanabacoa. But the Cubans 
are very doubtful that there will be any 
terference by the United States that will 
ent upon Fondevilea or stop 
of American citizens in Cuba.

He was raised a Congregationalist, 
but joined the Episcopal Church while a 
young man. His theological traihing was 
received at Nashotah Seminary, Wisconsin, 
from which he graduated in 1847, being or- 
dained to the ministry at the game time. 
His first charge was St. James’ Church, Mil- 
waukee. He remained with this church for 
fourteen years. In 1861 his health failed, 
and he was compelled to resign and seek a 
kinder climate. He went to Nashville, 
Tenn., and entered the service of the United 
States Sanitary Commission, serving as a 
hospital visitor to the hospitals in Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga.

WILL LOSE HIS LEFT HAND. 


Trouble and Drink Drove a Disinherit- 
ed Son to Open an Artery 
With a Razor. 


Harry R. Ray Smith was disinherited by 
his parents for marrying the woman with 
whom he has lived fifteen years. Drink 
and lack of lucrative employment drove 
him to try to kill himself Monday night, 
and when he was between life and death he 
expressed the wish that his wife would 
leave him. He said he had tried to force 
her away, but she clung to him. 


Misfortune has ye Smith pitilessly. 
For months he and his wife have depended 
for sustenance upon his scant earnings as 
solicitor for the Ad-Writer, a pos:tion giv- 
en him by H. H. Paramore out of sympathy 
and because Paramour had known him in 
his better days. The man’s attire was not 
such as to assist him in his business and 
drink unfitted him. further for his duties, 
so that, althgugh he received as recompense 
half of each subscription, he earned a mere 
pittance. Part of this went for drink, and 
he and his wife suffered accordingly. Fortu- 
nately there were no children to add to the 
woman’s cares and pangs. 

Saturday night Smith had 2 cents and 
owed $15 rent for his room on the third 
floor of 1808 Wash street. He says he had 
the promise of a better position Wednesday 
morning, but he did not see how he was to 
stave off hunger and thirst until Wednes- 
day. He prooded all day Sunday over his 
condition. Monday he rted for duty 
at the office of the Ad-Writer and was 
fortunate enough to collect a §2 subscrip- 
tion. Of this he was given $1. 

He returned to the office later in the 
afternoon and said he must have money. 
He was under the influence of liquor and 
as it was concluded he would buy more if 
given the money he was refused. 

He made the rounds of t saloons in 
his neighborhood early Monday evening, 
trying to borrow $1. e failed. Althoug 
he could find no one to buy food for him- 
self and his wife there were persons who 
would buy him liquor. He was more than 
ever intoxicated when he returned home 
shortly before 9 o’clock. He at once re- 
tired, having first concealed his razor un- 
der the bed-clothes. | 

While his wife was occupied at a table 
across the room, Smith hacked at his left 
wrist with the razor, He succeeded at last 
in severing the main artery. The noise made 
by the spurting blood at ted his wife's 
attention. She saw her husband lying, with 
his left arm dropped down at the side of the 
bed with the blood gushing from the wounds 
in the wrist.
